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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  citizens,  and  all  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
schools,  we  make  our  annual  report. 

While  we  have  some  things  to  regret,  we  have  many 
things  to  encourage  us.  We  have  not  been  obliged  to  close 
any  of  our  schools  this  year  because  of  any  epidemic. 
Whooping  cough  made  us  a  short  visit,  but  did  not  affect 
our  schools  to  any  great  extent. 

By  arranging  proportionately  the  wages  of  teachers  for 
the  past  year,  and  transporting  the  scholars  from  Howe- 
ville  to  Columbian  school  for  twenty-two  weeks,  we  were 
able  by  the  mone^'  raised  by  the  town,  etc.,  to  give  twenty- 
two  weeks'  school  in  all  the  outer  districts,  and  thirt3^ 
weeks  in  the  two  grammars,  twenty-five  weeks  in  the  two 
primaries,  and  by  the  money  appropriated  by  the  state, 
w^hich  came  last  December,  we  have  been  able  to  extend 
the  two  primaries  to  thirty  weeks  each. 

This  money  from  the  state  was  appropriated  with  the 
understanding  that  the  town  would  raise  or  appropriate 
the  same  amount  next  year  as  the  past.  We  have  made 
an  improvement  in  the  Columbian  primary  schoolroom  bj'' 
plastering  the  ceiling.  We  have  put  in  two  new  historical 
and  geographical  charts,  one  at  the  Village  and  Depot. 

In  looking  over  the  school  registers,  the  number  of  ab- 
sences is  appalling,  in  one  school  two  hundred  days  in  one 
term.  If  the  school  board  and  teachers  could  have  the 
cooperation  of  the  parents  this  hindrance  could  be  greatly 
remedied. 

The  school  board  have  decided  that  during  the  coming 
j'ear,  if  necessary,  the  law^  will  be  enforced   regarding  the 


attendance  of  children  at  school.  One  main  feature  of  the 
criticism  of  the  school  board  has  been  that  they  have 
failed  to  use  their  authority.  In  some  matters,  if  they  had 
used  more  authority',  in  all  probability  the  criticism  would 
have  been  more  severe. 

We  hope  the  town  will  vote  to  unite  with  adjoining 
towns  in  a  supervisory  district  for  employing  a  superin- 
tendent, w^hich  Avould  greatly  improve  our  schools  by 
placing  them  upon  a  firmer  and  better  basis.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


During  the  past  year  v^e  have  had  an  unusual  number 
of  contagious  diseases  in  the  town.  Two  cases  of  measles, 
three  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
have  been  reported  to  the  board.  Chicken  pox  and  whoop- 
ing cough  have  also  been  very  prevalent  in  some  parts  of 
the  town,  but  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  suppress  the 
two  latter  diseases  as  they  do  not  come  under  our  super- 
vision. When  any  of  the  other  diseases  have  occurred,  the 
houses  have  been  placarded  and  the  family  quarantined 
until  the  disease  ceased  to  exist.  The  houses  and  all  their 
contents  have  been  thoroughly  fumigated  with  sulphur  be- 
fore allowing  the  members  of  the  family  to  mingle  with 
other  people. 

In  a  number  of  cases  the  quarantined  families  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature,  and  requested  the  board  of  health  to  furnish 
them  with  necessarj^  supplies  while  quarantined.  This  the 
board  has  done  in  all  cases  where  the  circumstances  seemed 
to  justify. 

Three  cases  of  nuisances  have  been  complained  of,  and 
the  parties  notified  to  remove  same,  which  was  done  with- 
out expense  to  the  tow^n.

Number  of  books  lost  during  the  year,  none ;  number  of 
books  added  during  the  year,  124.  Our  library  now  con- 
tains 4,779  volumes.  The  average  circulation  has  been  at 
the  rate  of  52  volumes  per  week,  or  2,600  volumes  during 
the  vear. 
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We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  several  reports 
and  public  documents  from  the  state  and  general  govern- 
ment. Books  from  Miss  M.  C.  Wetherbee,  of  Boston;  Mr. 
Henry  Sabin,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  MissGilman;  Dewej^'s 
Classification  and  Index,  from  Mrs.  Alicia  Newton;  Mag- 
azines from  the  Magazine  Club  of  Fitzwilliam ;  and  Pict- 
ures from  Miss  Harriet  Carter. 

G.  Stanley  Hall,  President  of  Clark  University,  Worcester, 
in  his  address  delivered  at  the  dedication  of  the  Thayer 
librarj^  building,  at  Keene,  February  28,  1899,  said :  "A 
library  is  a  treasure  vault  of , mental  coin,  a  collection  of 
the  intellectual  tools  of  every  profession,  so  that  the  min- 
istry of  books  is  becoming  more  and  more  sacred.  Indeed, 
they  are  slowly  changing  our  methods  of  mental  work. 
All  those  w^ho  want  to  do  anything  well,  whether  to  dress 
v^ell,  make  the  best  ditches,  cultivate  flowers,  fruit,  cook, 
raise  sheep,  hold  receptions,  make  roads,  or  addresses ; 
now,  need  to  read  up  more  or  less  upon  their  subjects,  to 
learn  what  others  have  said  or  done  in  their  lines,  to 
profit  by  the  experience  of  the  world ;  lest  thej^  merely  re- 
peat what  has  been  done  elsewhere,  or  do  it  worse. 

We  want  to  begin  where  others  have  left  off. 

Libraries,  therefore,  are  a  kind  of  racial  palladium,  the}' 
rescue  us  from  individual  limitations  and  provincialism, 
and  enable  us  to  act  more  and  more  as  spectators  of  all 
time,  and  sharers  of  all  existence. 

It  is  through  this  vicarious  interchange  of  life  and  mind 
that  from  their  silent  alcoves,  books  now^  rule  the  world 
as  never  before." 

We  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  8,  of  the  public  statutes, 
and  chapter  118,  of  the  laws  of  1895,  in  relation  to  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  free  public  libraries. 

Our  library  is  in  much  need  of  four  more  cases  for  books, 
as  there  are  now  man^'  books  and  reports  piled  on  top  of 
the  cases,  under  the  counter  and  upon  the  floor,  for  want 
of  shelf  room.  We  also  recommend  that  the  counter  across 
the    library  room  be  moved  six  or  eight  feet   west  of  its 
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present  location,  in  order  to  give  more  room  for  the  al- 
coves and  the  Hljrarian  for  her  work ;  and  that  the  sheath- 
ing in  front  of  the  counter,  six  feet  in  length,  in  the  rear 
of  the  stove  l)e  removed  and  a  w^ire  lattice  substituted  in 
its  place,  in  order  to  allow  the  heat  from  the  stove  to 
warm  that  portion  of  the  room  containing  the  cases  and 
alcoves,  thus  making  that  portion  of  the  library  room 
more  comfortable  for  the  librarian  during  the  winter 
season.  And  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  at  our 
annual  town  meeting  for  the  above  described  necessary 
and  wortln'  objects.

following:

To    the    inhabitants  of   the   town  of   Fitzwilliam,   in   the 

county  of  Cheshire,  in  said  state,   qnalihed  to   vote  in 

town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in 
said  Fitzwilliam,  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects : 

Article  1. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  2. — To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

Art.  3. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Art.   4. — To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

Art.  5. — To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  highways 
and  bridges  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  6. — To  raise  money  for  schools  and  determine  the 
amount. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dol- 
lars for  Memorial  day,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  safe  or  safes, 
for  the  protection  of  the  town  records  against  loss  by  fire. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
adopt  the  provisions  of  section  1  and  2  of  Chapter  40  of 
the  Laws  of  1899  regulating  the  investment  of  certain 
trust  funds  held  by  towns  and  cities. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  fift3^  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  four 
additional  cases  for  books  in  the  town  library-  and  mak- 
ing necessary  alterations  and  repairs  in  the  library  room.

Art.  11. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
assessors  to  make  a  careful  examination  and  estimate  of 
the  value  of  all  the  real  estate  in  the  town  for  the  pur- 
pose of  equalizing  the  value  thereof,  such  examination  to 
be  made  in  the  month  of  September  and  October. 

Art.  12. — To  .see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
small  tract  of  land  in  the  neighborhood  of  Elisha  M. 
Bent's,  also  a  small  tract  of  land  at  the  Depot  village  for 
gravel  pits  for  the  repair  of  highwaj^s,  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  to  pay  for  the  same. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  give  to  Eagle  Engine 
Co.  No.  1,  free  use  of  town  hall  for.  their  annual  dance. 

Art.  14. — To  see  if  the  tow^n  will  vote  to  reduce  the 
salary  of  the  board  of  education  from  fifty  dollars  to 
tw^enty-five  dollars. 

Art.  15. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  blast  off  the 
top  of  the  first  hill  on  the  road  leading  from  the  Scott  mill 
road  to  J.  Page's,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  same. 

Art.  16. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensu- 
ing year. 

Art.  17. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  replace  the 
old  wooden  bridge  near  Hiram  Derby's  mill  with  an  iron 
or  steel  bridge,  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  or 
act  thereon.
